Labels will display country 
of origin for meat, produce

Attenticm, grocery shoppers: You ^11 soon know the 
nationality of your steak, potatoes and kumquats. 

A federal law that takes effect liiesday will 
require supermarkets and other big food retailers 
to label or otherwise display the country of origin 
for meat, produce and certain kinds of 
nuts. A number of foods will be exempt, 
including processed foods like breaded 
chicken or packages of mixed vegetables. 

Still, the labeling rule is welcome news 
for consumers who base their decisions 
in part on where foods were raised or 
grown. 

“Where possible, we like to buy items 
from the U.S. because they’re fresher,” said 
Norman Carf^vhile shopping recently at 
a Whole Foods Market in Deerfield, 

“IFs aiso environmental,” added his 
wife, Marlene Carl, whose basket was fiUetl with sweet 
onions from Georgia and apples from Washington. 
“ WeVe spending a lot of money to fly food here from 
other countries, and we like to buy kically grown food 
when we can.” 

The labeling rule, included in the 20 oS Farm 


Bill passed this summer, applies to products sold 
in grocery stores and mass-merchandise outlets. It 
effectively exempts small food outlets and such places 
as butcher shops, restaurants and school cafeterias. 

Consumer-advocacy groups have pushed for origin 
labeling for years, saying it can help shoppers avoid 
food from countries with lax safeu^ regulations. 
Indeed, a rash of recent food scares in the U.S. and 
other countries seem to have raised consumers’ 
awareness about where their food comes from. 

Consumers might not see all labels 
in place by next week. Aleat, nuts and 
produce that were pr(xluccd or packaged 
before luesday do not have to be labeled 
with country^-of-origin information. Food 
producers will have a six-month grace 
period to comply with the regulations. 
After that, producers that don’t properly 
label their goods will be subject to fines 
of S 1,0 00 per violation. 

Still, many retailers and suppliers are 
aiming to meet the labeling deadline. 
Supervalu, the nation’s third-largest food 
retailer by sales, which operates chains including 
Jewel-Osco, will list the country^ of origin on a sign 
next to produce items that aren’t already labeled by 
suppliers, a spokeswoman says. For meat products, 
the retailer will list the nationality^ on the label 
showing the meat package’s weight.

FBI investigates 
companies at heart 
of $700 billion bailout

WASHINGTON I'he FBI is investigating four 
major U.S. financial institutions whose collapse 
helped trigger a $700 billion bailout plan by the 
Bush administration. The Associated Press has 
learned. 

Two law enforcement officials said Tuesday 
the FBI is looking at potential fraud by mort- 
gage finance giants Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac, 
and insurer American International Group Inc. 

Additionally a senior law enforcement official 
said Lehman Brothers Holdings Inc, also is under 
investigation. 

The inquiries will locus on the financial institutions and the indi- 
viduals that ran them, the senior law enforcement official said. 

The law" enforcement officials spoke on condition of anonym- 
ity because the investigations arc ongoing and are in the very early 
stages. 

Officials said the new inquiries bring to 26 the number of corporate 
lenders under investigation over the past year. 

Spokesmen for AlG, Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac did not immedi- 
ately return calls for comment Tuesday evening. A Lehman spokesman 
did not have an immediate comment. 

Deepening market trouble was just one piece of the economic havoc 
that Federal Reserve Chairman Ben Bernankc and Treasury Secretary 
Henry" Paulson told senators would ensue if Congress lags in acting 
on the administration’s proposal to rescue tottering financial institu- 
tions. 

“1 share the outrage that people have,” Paulst^n said. “1 think it’s 
embarrassing to the United States of America. There is a lot of blame 
to go ai’ound.”

Palin vs. the media 

VP candidate bars, then admits reporters to meetings

NEW YORK Republican vice presidential candi- 
date Sai'ah Palin, who has nnr held a news con- 
ference in nearly four weeks of campaigning, 
initially barred reporters from her first meet- 
ings with world leaders Tuesday but reversed 
course after they protested. 

At first, campaign aides told the TV pro- 
ducer, print and news agency reporters in the 
press pool that followed the Alaska governor 
that they would not be admitted along with still 
photographers and a video camera crew taken 
in to photograph her meetings with Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai and Colombian 
President Alvaro Uribe, who are here for the 
UN Genera] Assembly this week. She also 
met with former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. 

These sessions and meetings scheduled for 
Wednesday are part of the Republican cam- 
paign's effort to give Palin experience in foreign 
affairs. She has never met a foreign head of state 
and first traveled outside North America just 
last year. 


THE BACKGROUND 

Sarah Palin has been entidzed for avoiding 
taking questions from reporters or submitting 
to one-on-one interviews. She has had just two 
major interviews since Republican presidential 
candidate John McCain chose her as his 
mate on Aug. 29, ap 


At least tw^o new^s organizations, including 
ITe Associated Press, objected to the exclusion 
of reporters and were told t hat the decision was 
not subject to discussion. 

CNN, which was providing the TV cover- 
age for news organizations, decided to pull its 
TV crew from the first meeting, with Karzai, 
effectively denying Palin the high visibility she 
had sought. But after the campaign agreed to let 
CNN’s producer in as well, the CNN camera 
cre^v joined the session. 

According to the CNN producer who was let 
into Karzai’s hotel suite with the photographers 
just before noon, Karzai was talking about his 
son. Palin was nodding, and she asked what his 
name is. Karzai replied his name was Mirwais

Four things to know about workouts 


If you're wondering if aiternative workouts 
actually work, the federal government is 
nearing the end of a major effort to clarify 
things. Two years ago, the Department of 
Health and Human Services commissioned 
a panel to comb through the available 
science to clear up conflicting reports about 
exercising— how often? how long? how hard? 
The panel's report can be read online, and the 
agency is expected to issue a set of physical 
activity guidelines based on its findings, 
possibly as soon as October. Here’s four major 
statements from the panel's 600-page report: 
»A little goes a long way. You don't need to 
spend hours in the gym, hire a trainer or do 
anything uncomfortable to receive many of 
the health benefits associated with exercise. A 


half-hour walk five days a week, according to 
the study, translates to better health* 

» More is better. The body adapts to stress, 
and if you progressively work harder, you'll 
see the results* The panel was agnostic as to 
what you do. Run, bike, swim on yes, belly- 
dance: It really does not matter, as long as the 
intensity is there. 

» For weight loss, even more is better yet 
To lose weight, the panel found, you need to 
work out longer (roughly that same hour or 
more a day) or harder. 

» Resistance isn’t futile. Regardless of how 
old or strong you are, the panel found that 
resistance/weight training improved bone 
and Joint health, and muscular strength.

“People get bored, ajid they want 
more to their workouts than spinning and 
lifting weights,” she said. 

Ever since Crunch began adding such work- 
outs as Body Web with TRX— an exercise 
class that allows you to literally hang from a 
web in Spider-Man fashion — more and more 
people have been flocking to the g>nn to take 


the classes. 

There’s more to it than having fun while 
you work out, Miller said. 

Everyone knows you’re supposed to mix 
up your fitne.ss routine so your body doesn’t 
get used to the exercise, which makes the 
workout less effective. Mixing up your rou- 
tine with alternative classes prevents your 
body from getting accustomed to a single 
routine and your mind from getting bored, 
she said. 

Now that people are more informed about 
their bodies and their fitness regimens, they’re 
more open about experimenting with work- 
outs chat aren’t weight- or tread mill- based.

Man arrested 
near Obama 
residence

A man was arrested near Sen. Barack 
Obama’s home Tuesday morning after 
he refused to leave the area and a gun 
was found in his car^ Chicago police 
said. 

The man, who has not been charged, 
approached the security perimeter of 
Obama’s residence, which is about a 
block from his Kenwood home, about 
5 a.m. and was stopped by a Chicago 
police officer assigned to the Secret 
Service security detail, said Monique 
Bond, spokeswoman for the Chicago 
Police Department. 

The man drove up in his vehicle, 
got out of the car and ‘^appeared to 
be intoxicated,” she said. The officer 
spoke with the man, who then left and 
returned, Bond said. 

The officer questioned the man 
again and then found a weapon in 
his vehicle, she said. T he man, who 
does have a criminal history; did not 
threaten Obama, she said. “He was not 
considered to be an imminent threat,” 
Bond said. 

According to a source, police alsSo 
found a bulletproof vest in the vehicle. 
'The source said the man also talked 
about wanting to get a job. 

The man is in custody pending 
charges, likely unlawful use of a 
weapon. 

The area where the maji was stopped 
is a check-point of sorts, where police 
have placed signs warning passersby 
not to enter. 

Obama^s campaign typically declines 
to comment on security' matters and did 
so luesday in relation to this incident. 

The Democratic nominee was 
scheduled luesday morning to fly 
from Chicago to Florida, where he will 
practice for FViday^s debate with Sen. 
John McCain. 

It was unknown whether Obama 
was home at the time of the man^s 
arrest, although he likely was because 
he had been out late Monday evening 
attending two fundraisers in Chicago. 

The US. Secret Service stepped up 
security for Obama when he officially 
became the Democratic nominee.

Chicago police said they are prepared 
for whatever misbehavior may happen in 
Wrigleyvdlle should the Cubs win their first 
playoff series, win the National League 
title— or win the World Series. 

“We’ve done this so many times,” said 
Monique Bond, spokeswoman for the 
department, pointing to other large-scale 
events such as public demonstrations and 
past Bulls basketball championships. “We 
have a playbook for this.” 

If it happens, police will close off streets 
and reroute traffic as necessary, keeping that 
plan flexible as crowds ebb and flow in the 
area, Bond said.

The TV ad claims that Democratic 
presidential candidate Obama, a U.S. 
senator from Illinois, was ^'born of the 
corrupt Chicago political machine.” 
The comnicrciaJ seeks to link Obama 
to four power brokers: mayoral brother 
Bill Daley convicted former fundraiser 
Antnin “Tony” Rezko, Obama mentor 
and Illinois Senate President Emiljones 
and embattled Gov. Blagojevich. 


“People get desperate in their politi- 
cal Life,” the mayor said when asked 
about the ad. “My theory about politics 
and government: You build yourself up. 
You don’t have to tear people down.” 

Daley also warned that McCain 
has his own vulnerabilities, noting 
the Arizona senator’s involvement in 
the “Keating Five” influence peddling 
scandal that involved his ties to banker 
Charles Keatingjr., a poster boy for the 
savings and loan meltdown. 

“If people start throwing dirt and 
mud — remember, it comes back and 
hits you right in the face,” Daicy said. 


The ad described Bill Daley, a former 
U.S. Commerce secretary, as a “lobby- 
ist” and “the mayor’s brother.” 

“First of all, my brother is not a lob- 
byist. He’s not a lobbyist. He’s not a lob-

byist. He’s never been a lobbyist,” the 
mayor said. 

In fact, Bill Daley was a key 
Washington lobbyist for top U.S, and 
foreign companies. 

T he mayor, an early Obama support- 
er vrho has had a good relationship with 
President Bush, questioned whether 
anyone who runs such an ad is “worthy” 
of being president. 


Cop charged again in deadly wreck 


A Chicago police officer accused of kill- 
ing two Cicero men m a Thanksgiving 
Day auto accident was indicted on 
charges of reckless homicide and drunk- 
en driving, authorities said Tuesday 
Officer John Ardelean, 34, faces two 
counts of reckless homicide and four 
counts of aggravated DU 1 , according to 
a news release from the Cook County 
state’s attorney’s office. 


This is the second time Ardelean has 
been charged in connection with the 
Nov. 22 deaths of Miguel Flores, 22, and 
Erick Lagunas, 21. In January he was 
chai'gcd with felony DUl, but a Cook 
County judge ruled that prosecutors 
could not prove the officer was drunk 
when the accident occurred, and the 
case was thrown out.

initially declined to re file charges but 
reopened the case in August after a 
victim’s family members showed them 
wTiat’was claimed to be newyideo foot- 
age from the Martini Ranch, where 
Ardelean had been that night, that 
allegedly sh[)W"s Ardelean drinking, 
then leaving the bar with a beer.

Prosecutors have labeled the witness state- 
ments “suspect," and courts had previously 
refused requests for a new trial.

Influential advocates, including former

Gunman kills 10 
at Finland school 


KAUH AJOKI, Finland A masked gumiian whose 
violent You ihbe postings prompted police to 
question him just a day earlier opened fire Tuesday 
at his trade school in Finland^ killing lO people and 
burning some of their bodies before fatally shoot- 
ing himself in the head. 

Witnesses said panic broke out as the gunman, 
dressed in black and carrying a large bag, started 
firing in a classroom during an exam. The shootings 
began just before li a.m. as about 150 students were 
at the Kauhajoki School of Hospitality 

Police had questioned the gunman on Monday 
about You liibe postings in which he is seen firing 
a handgun, but he was released because there was 
no legal reason to hold him, interior Minister Anne 
Holmlund said. 


think that the circumstances were such that they 
required a confiscation of the weapon or a witli- 
drawal of the license,” Holmlund said. 

Police spokesman Jari Neulaniemi said the 
attacker walked into the school armed with a .22- 
caliber pistol and carrying explosives. He killed 10 
people, burning some of them beyond recognition, 
Neulaniemi said. His bag apparently contained the 
explosives. 

It was Finland's second school massacre in less 
than a year and the two attacks had eerie similari- 
ties. 

Both gunmen posted violent clips on YouTube 
prior to the massacres, both were fascinated by 
the 1999 Columbine school shootings in Colorado, 
both attacked their own schools and both died alter

The day after local rockers The Interiors 
signed a contract with the 54-40 or Fight! label 
to release their debut album, a door slammed 
on singer/guitarist Chase Duncan^s hand and 
took off part of his finger.

Duncan, 29, who lives 
in Logan Square.

What were you going for on the record?

Fun and accessible hut 
still interesting. Just kind of thinking that 
the experiment is over in experimental

Well, the AlySpace page and the Web .site 
are the top two things, so I’m cool with 
that. I’m pretty impressed that we’ve made

1 hope a lot. That was the plan. It was 
either start a design company or start a 
band. And so we just kind of did both at 
the same time, and this one’s taken off a 
little better.
